their bohalf," and our “credutity and

That tho times are perilous—that 
the outlook is ominous of a coming 
storm—that the prospect of retain- 
ing even the semblance of the liber- 
tyand justice for which Jefferson 
and Paine, Washington and Adams, 
fought with sword and pen, is be- 
coming less and less assured as the 
¢ars come and go—thesa are tru- 
isms that no thinker will for a mos 
ment dispute. Upon this point there 
is little, if any, differences of opinion. 
But when ingulry is made for the 
causes of these periis—when the 
question is asked who or what is to 
blame, we find a great diversity of 
opinion, Somo charge it to tha de- 
cay of patriotism, somo to the cor- 
ruption of politics, some to the 
“hordes” of adventurers from for 
cign lands, some to the combina- 
tions or orgamzations of working- 
men auch as Knights of Labor, ete. 
—soine say the blame rests upon the 
concentration of capitalin tho hands 
of a few men whereby the transport- 
ation facilities, the circulating mo- 
dium, the land, the forests, the 
mines, the machinery and the manu- 
factures, can bo and are controtled 
by syndicates, rings and corpora- 
tions. But while there may be 
much of danger arising from most 
if not from all of the causes men- 
toned, tho greatest oftall perils to 
liberty and to all the freeman holds 
dear, lies in the ‘rriason of the

We uso the word treason advised: 
ly. ‘The battle between trath and 
error, between rightand wrong, be- 
tween liberty and deapotism, is an 
unceasing battle, an nuending wate 
fare. In modern timer tho chief 
arena upon which this battlo is 
waged is the publio press, The pul- 
pitand tho rostrum nro insignificant 
as battlefields when compared with 
the press. Indeed it is to tho press 
that the pulpit and rostrum are ine 
debted for most of their importance 
as arenas upon which truth and error 
contend for themastery, Tt has 
long sinee passed intoa proverb 
that error is powerless so Jong as 
truth is freo to combat it. All that 
truth asks, then, ina freo arena up: 
on which to grapplo with error, 


And this is just where the tret- 
son aforesaid comes in, ‘The pulpit 
and rostrum have never been free 
arenas; at least tho former has neve 
er been free, and it is utterly hope- 
less to expect that it over will bu- 
come so, But the press—here, at 
least, it bas been the American's 
boast that truth could always tind an 
opportunity to grapple, untram. 
meled with his hereditary foe. 
Whatever may have been tho fact 
in the younger and purer days of 
the American republic, it needs 
no array of argument to show 
thatthe press is no longer a freo 
arena, Papere are now published in

est and hard-working supporters among 
theState Socialists (not Anarchists.) 

Tho time came tur holding the N, 
Y. Convention of the United Labor Par- 
ty, George and McGlynn, although 
State Socialiatio in their doctrines, so 


far as thoy go, decided that the State 
Socialists must be excluded from the 
councils of the party they had done as 


much if not more than any other divis- 
ion of the labor element to build up, for 
these leaders were determined to push 
the “land tax” issue to the frout and 
make ittheanly issue of the United 
Labor Party, They were successful in 
tbeir designs and the Soctalistia dele- 
gates were refused their seats jn the 
Syracuse Convention. Among the ex- 
cluded delegates was Sorgius E, Shev- 
itch, then and now editor of the Leader. 
Of course the paper had strongly op- 
posed the contemplated expulsion, and 
now that George had rid himself of his 
unpopular allies, interest at once cen- 
tered in the action of the Leader.

were State Sovialists,

gested for president. (of the coucern,) the 
Times says. Whata god-send to the 
capitalistic papers Most ia! Itiaso nice 
to have his namo to conjure with, when 
timid folk are to be frightened, Lut the 
Times conveniently forgets to tell its 
readers that Moet was nominated by n 
reporter of the Hvening Sun and that 
he received one vote ont of n total of two 
hundred and forty-nine! What a relia- 
ble nod accurate newspaper! 

Another wholly untrue statement of 
the Times is its assertion that the Lead- 
er 1s controlled by English, French and 
German Anarchists. Ita editors rud 
backers are State Socialists, centlemen 
who hold to n philosophy whose funda- 
mental principles ure at the antipodes 
from those taught by the Anarchists, 

State Socialism is an easy and logical 
extension of the principles and prac- 
tices of the paternal government which 
the Times so zealously, L may say, ram- 
pantly, supports. That ie, its defenders, 
while mostly mon and women of large 
aud active sympathies and.noblo nims, 
haveretnined sn their system the dead- 
ly dogmas of Authority and State su- 
pervision. From the <Anarchistic point 
of view, their chief mistake is soon tu be 
the proposed administration of just a 
little larger dose of the same nauseons 
drug of governmentalism which the 
Times is so fond of forcing down the 
throats of the people, Why should that 
paper be sa severe upou them because 
they are now ready to swallow and pre- 
scribe a little more Stato medicine than 
itsaysis necessary, What it thinks I 
do not pretend to know, 


Now, if the Times does not understand 
that there is a gult as wide asthe ocean 
between State Socialismanud Anarchism;

Here we havea political convention, 
met to nominate candidates for oflicere 
of state government, Jaying down a re- 
gious platform puttivg forth a reli- 
gious pronunciamento under which and 
by which they propose to go forth “con- 
quering and to conquer” We trust, 
however, that the double-dealing, the 
hypocrisy, the transparent fraud embodi- 
ed inthis “declaration” will be seen and 
treated as they ileserve to be troated by 
the secularists of Penneytvania, and that 
the danger ofa religious war muy yot 
be averted. 


Read this “declaration” ugain, please! 
Can anything bo more self-contradictory, 
more completoly, self-stultitying and at 
the same time more hypocritical thav 
the proposition that “our fathers nc- 
knowledged the God of the Biblo as 
their God and the Supreme Ruler, and 
the Bible as containing his codo of laws,” 
and yet 1n the same sentence aflirming 
that tho “Commonwealth” established 
by these fathers “was founded to pro- 
mote civil and religious liberty!” What 
sort of liberty is it that finds support 
and guarantees in the Bible and its “code 
of laws?” Tako the first commandment 
of the “Decalogue,” so-called; “Thon 
shalt bave none other gods before me.” 
This is one of “his code of laws,” and 
one of the by-lawa made to enforce this 
Jaw reads ns follows: “If thy brother, 
the son of thy mother, or thy daughter, 
or the wile of thy bosom, or thy friend 
which is as thine own soul, entice thee 
secretly, saying, Let ns go and servo 
other goła * * * * thou shalt not 
consevt unto him nor bearkon unto hia; 
neither shalt thire eye pity Lim, neituer 
shalt thou spare, noitber shalt thou con- 
ceal him; but thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine Land shall be first upon him to 
put him to death.”-—Deut. xiii, 6) This 
by-law bas not becu repealed, 

We bave now in this country Hindoo 
missionaries who worship Brabm, We 
are liable to have Pareees among us, 
who worship the sun, Now itis quite 
supposable that these missionaries wi}l 
make converte amoug onr people; in fuct 
we read, the other day, of ono such con- 
version. Now, if these convorts were to 
seek to makeother converts to Brahmun. 
ism or to Pareecism, the Bible code 
would require the Killing uf wives, broth- 
ers, sons, daughters, ete. 

Again, the Biblo code case, “thou shalt 
not suffera witch to liva” Witches 
were thoso who dealt with “famillar 
spirits,” as the wilehof Endor. By this 
code all spiritualistic mediums must be 
put to doath, for they deal with familiar 
spirits. [n short, the Bible code pro- 
vides for n theocracy, a government of or 
by a god, and not ofZand by men; 
nand this god, Jehovab, according 
to his own account of hiinsolf, ia a 


partial, jealous, revengeful god; one who 
tolerates no rival, und therefore, no lib- 


erty, no freedomof choice. For cruelty, 
for indiscriminate butchery of old and 
young, not eparipg women nor “suck- 
linge,” even down to the “cuttle,” and 
to “everything that breatheth”—we bave 
no history that givesan account of any 
commander whose orders eyjual those of 
Jehuvab ın atrocity.

“all production”’--not a part of it; 
“the co-operative distribution vf tho

Whatever is used hy mwan, outside 
of the bounties of nature, ia oneot the 
products of labor, This platform do- 
mands that the “products of labor,” with 
the Jand, ete, “become the common 
property of the whole people.” What 
does this leave for the individual? Can 
Zeno tell? There is nothing left, In 
short, Zeno, whilo claiming to be ados 
fonder of State Socialism against what 
he is pleased to call our “slanders,” has 
never yet in LUCIFER, nor anywhera else 
that I have seen, frankly presented the 
principles of State Socialism ne they are 
to be found in the writings of its chief 
expoundors aud in the platform of the 
Socnlistio Labor Party, Come, Zeno, 
let us bave a aquare issue, = Whet you 
present as State Socinlism is not that, 
according tothe platform of tha S. Iu, 
P, Which is “going by the record,” you 
orat? 

Avother matter: It seems impossible 
for Zeno to undorstand the vital differ- 
ence between relf-defenso and invasion, 
betweon the Reatrainmentand the Gov- 
ernment, As to the question by what 
wethod the agent of the frac community 
shall be chosen, that is a matter of dos 
tail; He may be selected or elected by lot 
or by ballot, or otherwise, The essential 
thing is that the organization shall 
confino itsell to the defonse of the per- 
sonal and property rights of the indi» 
vidual. Thia can be guaranteed only by 
the active recogmition of the individual's 
right of withdrawal, This means NO 
COMPULAORY TAXATION, The person 
must bo as freeto leave tho anti-thiet 
society as be now ia to cancel hia fire or 


life inaurance pohoy, 


And this leads mo to Zeno's comical 
nseertion that “the word ‘thict’ implica 
law.” Thisis akin to tho averment of n 
certain minister that sox-nssocintion be- 
twoen blood relutives was not incest 
until godin his “law” declared it to bo 
such. Until Zena made this etatoment 
I was not prepared to believe him to be 
so saturated with superstition, ‘heft 
is the foroible alienation of labor 
feuits, That is, itis the taking, without 
his consent, of the products of n man’s 
work, or that which was a free gift to 
him. [t was theft before avy “law” 
forbade it; it iathoft whether forbidden, 
or condonedor made possible by law 
only. To creep into a man's granary at 
night and take without his consent n sack 
of his whent, is theft, ‘To take the sack 
of wheat under the forms of Jaw by 
means of a tax to which he has not con- 
sentod, is equally thett.
